had been killed so far in the 
Spanish revolt.

In the Guadarrama Mountain 
sector, where the fighting has 
been fiercest, 13,000 persons were 
estimated to have been killed on 
both sides. 

Eye-witness accounts of fight- 
ing on various fronts credit the 
Fascists with extreme bravery in 
the face of overwhelming num- 
bers.

The phantoms. folded up and ap- 
parently were of no use to their 


sponsors in yesterday's primary 


election, 

A check today by Post-Dispatch 
reporters showed that more than 
93 per cent of the “voters” on the 


registration lists whose names were 
marked “not found” in the Elec- 
tion Board recanvass, brought 
about by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closure of wholesale ~ registration 
frauds, failed to show themselves 
at the polls. Less than 7 per cent 
actually turned out. Of this group 
the larger proportion satisfied the 
election judges that they were 
real persons, not merely names, and 
were permitted to vote. 

The Post-Dispatch check of the 
“not found” lists covered 559 of the 
city’s 669 precincts. In these 559 
precincts a total of 38,794 names 
had been marked “not found” and 
the Deputy Election Commissioners 
were instructed to challenge each, 
not allowing any of the bearers of 
the names-to vote until they had 
satisfied the election judges of the 
precincts that they were qualified 
voters. 

Of the 38,794, only 2648 presented 
themselves at the polis. Of this 
number, 2361 convinced the elec- 
tion judges, either by public utili- 
ties bills or by affidavits of known 


householders in the precincts, that 


they were qualified to vote. There 
were 287 rejected because they 
could not prove themselves hold- 
ers of the names and addresses 
they claimed. 


How Books Are Marked. 

The results of the deputy com- 
missioners’ challenges were shown 
in their lists returned today to the 
Election Board. The names of the 
“not found” voters, most of them 
presumed to be phantoms, had been 
marked with « pencil line drawn 
through ‘each. “Those Who, In the’ 
end, were allowed to vote, were 
marked with a “V,” and those re- 
jected were marked with an “R.” 

The recanvass of the city by the 
Election Board resulted in 46,252 
names. being marked “not found.” 
Prior to the primaries, however, 
slightly more than 2000 of this 
number qualified themselves for 
voting by proving their identity 
and residence through household- 
ers’ affidavits, reducing the num- 
ber of doubtful names to about 
44,000. 

The definite impression of deputy 
election commissioners was that 
those who had intended toe vote un- 
der the “phantom” names had not 
the hardihood to present them- 
selves at the polls, and that there 
was no widespread attempt to use 
the “phantom” names as a ‘basis 
for stuffing ballot boxes. 

New Registration Next Month. 

All in all, it appeared, the “phan- 
tom” managers had wasted their 
time, since there will be an entirely 
new registration next month, in 
preparation for the general election. 

Jimmy Miller’s Fourth Ward and 
Senator Mike Kinney’s Fifth had 
the largest number of “phantoms” 
In the Fourth, 4729 of 
the 13,761 names on the registration 
lists were marked “not found.” 
This was 34.5 per cent of the ward’s 
registration. In Kinney’s Fifth, 
4657, or 34.7 per cent of the total 
ward registration of 13,401, were 
marked “not found.” In both 
wards yesterday most of the “not 
founds” were conspicuous by their 
non-attendance at the polling 
places. 

It followed also, however, that 
more holders of “not found” names 
appeared to vote in the Fourth and 
Fifth than in other wards. In the 
Third precinct of the Fourth, for 
instance, 22 holders of “not found” 
names convinced the judges they 
were real persons, and voted, and 
only one was rejected. In this pre- 


cinct there was a total of 368 “not 
| found.” 


In the Fifth Precinct of the same 


'ward, Miller's home precinct, there 


were 523 “not found” on the depu- 
ties’ lists. Of this total, 38 identi- 
fied themselves and were allowed to 
vote, and two were rejected. In the 
Eighth Precinct, where there were 
328 “not found,” 24 voted and none 
was rejected.

Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor voted today to 
suspend the 10 unions affiliated 
with John L. Lewis’ Committee for 
Industrial Organization within 30 
days unless they withdraw from 
the committee.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.— The 
Executive Council of the American 
Federation ot Labor will give a ver- 
dict late today in the cases of 12 
member unions charged with “in- 
surrection” and “dual unionism” 
because their national officers 
formed the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization and launched a 
drive. to unionize the steel, rubber, 
automobile and other mass produc- 
tion industries. The definite prom- 
ise of a decision today was made 
by the A. F. of L. president, Wil- 
liam Green, at the close of a turbu- 
lent morning session. 

A slight delay in reaching a ver- 
dict was caused by the arrival of 
David Dubinsky, president of the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers, Who fs in the inferesting 
position of being vice-president of 
the Executive Council and also 
head of one of the unions which 
the Council proposes to suspend. 
He has been absent in Europe at- 
tending a trade union congress, and 
returned only yesterday. 

Dubinsky Warns Council. 

Although all the Council’s delib- 
erations have been behind closed 
dors, the writer learned that 
Dubinsky, head of one of the larg- 
est and most powerful unions in 
the A. F. of L, delivered an im- 
passioned speech of nearly two 
hours, in which he warned his col- 
leagues of the dangers that would 
attend any step to oust nearly one- 
third of the A. F. of L. member- 
ship. He resumed his argument 
after the noon recess. 

During the recess Green held a 
brief press conference, at which he 
said: 

“There is nothing definite to re- 
port yet. We had a full discussion 
of the situation this morning, and 
I promise you that there will be a 
definite report today. Mr. Dubin- 
sky was here for the first time, 
and we heard him with interest.” 

“How does he feel about it?” 
Green was asked. 

“Well, having a somewhat special 
interest involved, he naturally 
doesn’t see eye to eye with some 
others,” was the reply. 

“Do you mean that he is the only 
one who dissents from the proposal 
to suspend?” 

“T don’t think I should answer 
that now. Perhaps the council's re- 
port will show.” 

“Will Dubinsky’s position on the 
Executive Council be affected if his 
union is suspended?” 

“That is a matter which 
have to be gone into later.” 


Question of Green’s Position. 
The question of how Green’s po- 
sition as President of the A. F. of L. 
would be affected by the suspension 
of the United Mine Workers, of 
which he is a member, has been 
raised repeatedly, and has never 
been definitely answered. John L. 
Lewis, chief of the miners and lead- 
er of the “revolting” unions, sug- 
gested recently that Green might 
| transfer to the musicians’ union. 
“Does he play any instrument?” 
he was asked. 

“Yes,” Lewis replied dryly, “—he 
fiddies. You know—like Nero.” 

That the verdict against a ma- 
jority of the CIO unions will be 
“guilty,” seems a foregone conclu- 
sion, but the nature of the punish- 
ment is the subject of much un- 
certainty. Many labor leaders, in- 
cluding some opposed to the CIO,

One man electcd on the Dick- 
mann slate, Charisas M. Reardon of 
the Twenty-third Ward, has dis- 
avowed the Mayor’s backing, and 
there is the possibility of a contest 
in the Thirteenth, where the May- 
or’s candidate won by only two 
votes. 

60 Per Cent of Vote Cast. 

Of a total of 213,277 St. Louis 
votes for candidates of both parties 
for the office of Governor, 136,862 
were Democratic votes, and 76,415 
were Republican. 

The.total was 60 per cent of the 
round-figure estimate of 350,000 
qualified voters, after deduction of 

large part of the 46,252 “not 
fhuna” names of last week’s canvass 
from the record registration of 394,- 
774, in which wholesale frauds were 
exposed by the Post-Dispatch. In 
the primary of August, 1932, there 
was a 63 per certc vote. 

Striving to consolidate his posi- 
tion in his contest for a renomina- 
tion next spring, the Mayor suc- 
ceeded in defeating the candidates 
for the committee backed by 
his leading opponent, President 
William L. Igoe of the Police 
Board, in Igoe’s home ward, the 
Twenty-second, and in beating Re- 
corder of Deeds John P. English, 
anti-Dickmann chairman of the old 
committee, for re-election to the 
committee from the Twenty-fourth 
Ward. 

Igoe’s home precinct, the twen- 
ty-sixth of the Twenty-second 
Ward, gave the Mayor’s candidate 
for committeeman 122 votes to 104 
for Igoe’s candidate but favored 
the Igoe selection for committee- 
woman by 124 to 104. 

The Mayor did not carry his tri- 
umph so far as to affect. the hold 
of his enemy, Justice of the Peace 
Jimmy Miller, on the Fourth Ward. 
Miller, in the committee race in that 
ward, snowed a luckless opponent 
under by 4064 to 165.

preme Court judgeships, will be 
filled by Pendergast-supported of- 
ficials if the Democrats carry the 
State in November. 

Former Attorney-General Jesse 
W. Barrett of St. Louis was a de- 
cisive winner for the Republican 
nomination for Governor over 
James J. Barrett and Claude I. 
Lambert, his plurality being ap- 
proximately 200,000, 

With returns reported from all 
except 223 precincts it appeared 
that the total primary vote was the 
biggest in the history of the State. 
Nearly 700,000 Democratic Votes. 

A total Democratic vote of nearly 
700,000 was indicated, or about 30,- 
000 higher than in 1934, the previous 
high, when it was 668.260. 

A total Republican vote of slight- 
ly in excess of 300,000 was indicat- 
ed, about 30,000 higher than two 
years ago but still nearly 40,000 
less than in 1928. 


While the Democratic primary 
vote was more than twice the Re- 
publican vote, this does not neces- 
sarily mean that in the November 
election there will be anything like 
that difference. In 1928 the two 
parties poiled about the same pri- 
mary vote, yet the Republicans won 
the ensuing election by 171,000. In 
| 1924 the Democratic primary vote 
exceeded the Republican by 70,000, 
and yet the Republicans won the en- 
suing election by 75,000. 

In a primary the size of the vote 
depends more on the activity of the 
party organization than in the gen- 
eral election, in which a greater 
proportion of the voters who are not 
reached by the organization go to 
the polls. In this primary the Pen- 
|dergast organization was operating 
‘in full swing and piled up a vote in 
Jackson County in excess of 150,000, 
while the Republican vote there was 
'only slightly in excess of 26,000. Yet 
in a presidential election Jackson 
County usually goes Republican. 

Demonstrating the power of an 
effective political organization in a 
|primary, Pendergast gave Stark a 
majority of 159,530 in Kansas City 
and Jackson County, the biggest 
majority ever received by any can- 
didate there. The best Pendergast 
had done previously was in 1934, 
when Senator Truman carried the 
county by 119,705. The Stark ma- 
jority there yesterday was only 13,- 
000 less than the total vote received 
in the county by President Roose- 
velt in 1932. 

Judge Gantt Beats McDaniel. 

Judge Ernest 8. Gantt of the Su- 
preme Court, candidate for renom-

_iel of St. Louis by more than 100,000,

He indorsed the candidacy 
of Stark early in the year and 
threw all his strength behind him, 
the St. Louis Democratic leaders 
and virtually all the organization 
Democrats throughout the state 
joining with him. 

Hirth made a vigorous anti-Pen- 
dergast campaign and managed to 
pile up a strong protest vote, it ap- 
pearing probable his total vote will 
be shown to have about 170,000. 
Hirth had the benefit also of the 
campaign by fraternal benefit so- 
cieties, which opposed Stark be- 
cause of hig refusal to promise that 
he would not reappoint State In- 
surance Superintendent R. Emmett 
O’Malley, who is waging a fight on 
fraternal insurance societies.

ber election. They have announced 
their intention of opposing Stark 
me supporting Barrett in the elec- 

on. 

For the Republican nomination 
for Governor, Jesse W. Barrett had 
the support of virtually all the ac- 
tive Republican’ politicians. His 
opponents, James J. Barrett of St. 
Louis, a former private detective, 
and Lambert, of Kansas City, 
picked up less than 50,000 votes 
each. A considerable part of 
James J. Barrett's vote is generally 
attributed to the similarity of 
names and confusion of the voters.

Fail by 10,350 or More 


Votes to Gain Two- 
Thirds Majorities Re- 
‘quired for Adoption. 


MEMORIAL ITEM

Sewer Plan Fails by 14,477, 
Aloe Plaza Development

by 10,350. 


All four municipal bond issue 
proposals were decisively defeated 
in yesterday’s primary, failing by 
10,350 and more votes to gain the 
two-thirds majorities required for 
adoption. 

The propositions, advocated. by 
Mayor Dickmann, called for reduc- 
tion of an old bond item by $500,- 
000 and issuance of $850,000 in new 
bonds, but involved a net increase 
of only $233,000 in bonded indebted- 
ness. 

Vote on the propositions was: 

No. 1—Reduction of the 1934 
item for development of Memo- 

rial Plaza and erection of the war 
memorial from $1,900,0000 to $1,- 
400,000. ‘Yes,” 109,699; “no,” 73,- 
406. Failed by 12,371 votes. 

No. 2—$500,000 for River des 
Peres Drainage Works damage 
claims and for some construction 
of other sewers. “Yes,” 107,035; 
no,” 75,232. Failed by 14,477 
votes. 

No. 3—$100,000 for development 
of Aloe Plaza, opposite Union Sta- 
tion (leaving a $117,000 unexpend- 
ed balance in a 1923 item for the 
plaza site). “Yes,” 99,968; “No,” 
81,930. - Failed by 21,306 votes. 

No. 4—$250,000 for two new fire 
engine houses and equipment. 
“Yes,” 110,898; “no,” 70,974. Failed 
by 10,350 votes. 

Total vote on the propositions 
varied from 181,872 to 183,105, or 

about 31,000 less than the combined 
Democratic and Republican vote 
for Governor. The bond proposi- 
tions were on a ballot separate from 
the party tickets. 

How the various wards voted on 
the propositions was not tabulated, 
but it was apparent that Demo- 
cratic leaders in some wards must 
have withheld support from the 
program, : 

The bond proposals were opposed 
by the Citizens’ Nonpartisan Com- 
mittee, of which Paul O. Peters is 
executive director. _This committee 
has been carrying on the opposition 
to the Mayor’s plan for the Jeffer- 
son Memorial on the niver front. 

One of the fire engine houses 
contemplated under item No. 4 was 
to replace the station at Third and 
Vine streets, which would be torn 
down if the memorial plan should 
be carried out. 

A recently formed Citizens’ Bond 
Issue Campaign Committee, headed 


age of the proposals but did not 
conduct an active campaign, the 
burden of that being left largely to 
the Mayor’s political organization. 
Both committees had official chal- 
lengers and watchers at many of the 
polling places yesterday. 

It was apparent that most voters 
opposing the new bond proposals 
refrained from discriminating by 
approving proposition No. 1 while 
voting against the others. They 
could have voted not only against 
issuing any new bonds but in favor 
of cutting down existing bonded 
indebtedness by $500,000. The city 
has found it did not need as much 
bond money as had been anticipated 
at first for Memorial Plaza and the 
war memorial now going up there. 

About $450,000 or the money 
sought in the sewer bond item was 
intended for meeting right-of-way 
damage claims in connection with 
the completed River des Peres 
Drainage Works. Those claims 
were much larger than the city had 
counted on originally. The city 
Law Department has held that the 
unspent balance in the old Aloe 
Plaza item could not be used for 
anything but land purchase. 

The Mayor and his bond cam- 
paign committee asserted before the 
election that the first i(hree items in- 
volved no increase in taxation and 
that the Fire Department item could 
be amortized over 20 years without 
added taxation. The Mayor declared 
he could not be “too emphatic as 
to the absolute necessity for adop- 
tion of the proposals, because the 
business, health and protection of 
the city will be very seriously 
jeapardized if they are defeated.”

Negro Shows Up at Polls 
With Butcher Knife —

Disagreements among officials in 
10 precincts in yesterday’s primary 
election became so_ serious after 
the polls closed last night that Spe- 
cial Deputy Election Commissioners 
called by police took ballots, boxes, 
judges and clerks to the headquar- 
ters of the Election Board to finish 
the count under supervision. The 


number of disputes was unusually 
high, due apparently to the excep- 
tional interest in the primary.

Like a Machine” Again 
|  InHtsOwn Fourth Ward 


Boss Piles Up Heavy Totals for Self and Slate 
but His Choices Don’t Fare So Well 
Outside His Bailiwick. 


Jimmy Miller’s disciplined Fourth 
Ward ran true to form in yester- 
day’s election, with thumping ma- 
jorities for the slate sponsored by 


the round-faced Democratic boss, 
but it failed to live up to the prom- 
ise of the heavy vote indicated by 
the registration, in which 13,671 
mames were placed on the rolls. 

In the recanvass of the ward, 
made after the Post-Dispatch had 
exposed the shocking condition of 
registration padding throughout the 
city, 4729 names were marked “not 
found.” Deducting the “phan- 
toms,” 8942 remained as eligible to 
vote without challenge. The total 
vote for Governor in the ward, 
however, was only 5123, including 
907 cast for the Republican guber- 
natorial candidates. 

’ Miller Re-elected to Committee. 

The voters in the Fourth Ward, 
where Miller boasts that he “votes 
‘em like a machine,” took care of 
their leader in handsome style, cast- 
ing 4064 for Miller as Democratic 
Committeeman against only 165 for 
Joe Henry, who had essayed to take 
over Miller’s seat on the City Com- 
mittee. 

In the race for State Senator from 
the Thirty-first District, in which 
Miller hac entered State Repre- 
sentative William Warren Burke as 
his candidate against the veteran 
incumbent, Michael Kinney, bitter 
political foe of the Fourth Ward 
leader, the voters of the Fourth re- 
turned only 71 for the white 
thatched Kinney against a total of 
3394 for Burke. Only 15 of the pre- 
cincts in the district lie in Miller's 
ward, however, and Kinney was able 
to overcome the handicap against 
him there by polling a heavy vote 
in his own Fifth, and the Sixth 
wards, which respectively, include 
13 and 12 precincts of the district. 
The remaining two precincts of the 
district are in the Seventh Ward. 

Kinney’s followers in the Fifth 
Ward rolled up topheavy votes for 
their leader to wipe out his losses 
in the Fourth. For example, in 
the first precinct of the ward, in 
the basement of the historic Old 
Courthouse, the vote was 601 for 
Kinney to none for Burke. In the 
second precinct it was Kinney 351, 
Burke 4; in the third, Kinney 224, 
Burke, 0; in the sixth, Kinney, 397, 
Burke, 0. With voting of that 
character, Kinney didn’t have much 
to worry about.

Howard Quinn, Miller’s candi- 
date to succeed Senator Joe Bro- 
gan in the Thirty-third District, 
did nicely in the Fourth Ward, run- 
ning under the Miller colors, but 
here again, Miller’s sphere of in- 
fluence was not large enough vf 
make successful his attempt to un- 


seat Brogan. In the Fourth, Quinn 
got 615 votes, against 120 for Bro- 
gan, but only four precincts of the 
district lie in the ward, and Bro- 
gan was able to wipe out the handi- 
cap imposed by Miller by the vote 
in other wards in this district.

Gives Up Home of 17 Years 


Meets Man and Woman Who Once Sued to 
Get Her—Convinced They Are 
Father and Mother.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 5.—Louise 
Madeline Pittman chose a Macon 
family as her own, after living 17 
years with an Atlanta pair, but the 
man and woman who reared her 
are determined not to give her up. 

“We are going to get her back,” 
said Daniel L.'Pittman today. He 
would not say, however, whether he 
planned court action. 

The child said yesterday in Macon 
that a brief visit with Mr. and Mrs. 
John C. Garner had convinced her 
they are her parents, and that she 
would live with them. 

A 1920 court ruling held that she 
should remain with the Pittmans 
“until she becomes of age to decide 
for herself.” 

Pittman said he interpreted the 
order to mean Louise should live 
with them until she was 18 Her 
birthday is May 22, next. 

“T don’t want to cause any trou- 
ble if I can help it, but we want 
her back,” said Pittman. “If we 
give her a little time to think it 
over, maybe she will change her 
mind.” 

Identification Uncertain. 

Daughters were born -+to the Pitt- 
mans and the Garners in a hospital 
here on successive days in May, 
1919. by error the children were 


not satisfactorily identified. 

Hospital authorities gave Louise 
to the Pittmans and the other child 
to the Garners. 

The Garners, not satisfied, took 
the case to court. Meanwhile the 
child given to them died. 

Louise said she planned to go 
to Atlanta tomorrow with the Gar- 
ners to “straighten things out” with 
the Pittmans. 

“T want to live with the Garners,” 
she said. “I believe they are my 
father and mother and that their 
three daughters are my sisters.

The Ohio State flash won the 
broad jump championship yesterday 
with a leap of 26 feet 5 21-44 inches, 
smashing to smithereens the former 
standard of 25 feet 421-64 inchea, 
imade by Edward Hamm in 1928. 
“Olympic __triples® 
have been achieved five times, 
thrise by Americans. Ray Ewry 
of New York captured the standing 
‘high jump, standing broad jump,

Captain Abbott, American who 
has refereed boxing and wrestling 
at three Olympic games but is of- 
ficiating for boxing only here, was 
outspoken ogaing wnat he said 
were unfair verdicts against the 
Americans. = 
“We should have had four firsts,” 
Abbott said. “Those falls registered 
against the Americans were not 
genuine. When two men, grappling 
on the floor, roll over, the one un- 
derneath does not necessarily have 
both shoulders touching on the 
floor. The Americans clearly were 
superior but were forced to take 
second place because of that.” 

Frank Lewis, welterweight from 
Cushing, Ok., took. the only gold 
medal for the American team, but 
Ross Flood, bantamweight from 
Blackwell, Ok.; Francis Millard, 
featherweight from North Adams, 
Mass., and Dick Voliva, middle- 
weight from Bloomington, Ind., 
placed second.

Arm- 
strong gave Arizmendi a thorough 
beating, keeping him plastered 
against the ropes and flailing with 
both.fists from the first bell to the 
last. 

The Mexican, who is accustomed 
to taking the lead himself, was un- 
able to escape from the bronze 
shadow and was mercilessly out- 
classed. There were no knock- 
downs, but Arizmendi’'s cheek bones, 
eyes and lips were badly swollen 
and dripping blood. 

10,000 Persons See Bout. 

On only two occasions was Ariz- 
mendi able to fight his way to the 
center of the ring and stage the 
lightning-like rallies that have 
characterized his attack in the past. 

A crowd of 10,000 witnessed the 
battle in Wrigley Field. Gate re- 
ceipts were estimated at $25,000. 

Armstrong came out at the first 
bell, nestled his head against Ariz- 
mendi's shoulder and began flail- 
ing away with both fists. He aimed 
neither for head nor body but land- 
ed on both with a tattoo too fast 
to watch. Arizmendi covered des- 
perately, waited for the storm to 


pass. 
Never Gets Open Shot. 

But it never did. In the second, 
and every other round thereafter 
up to and including the tenth, the 
Negro's head still was plastered on 
his shoulder and his fists still were 
thudding against the Mexican’s face, 
chest, stomach and arms. 

Arizgmendi came closest to win- 
ning a round when he fought his 
way out from the ropes in the 
fifth. Until that time he had hard- 
ly struck a blow, but then, with his 
head lowered and both gloves 
whistling, he stormed to the center 
of the ring for the first time. 

Just as stubbornly, Armstrong 
drove him back and it went on as 
before until the ninth round, when 
the Baby, hopelessly beaten but still 
fighting, repeated the futile maneu- 
ver. 

Arizmendi weighed in at 126 and 
Armstrong at 125%.

ATHENS, Aug. 5—A “temporary” 
dictatorship, approved by King 
seorge II held Greece under martial 
law today to thwart dangers in 
what the Government described as 
a Communist-promoted 24-hour gen- 
eral strike. 

The regime, headed by John Me- 
taxas, the Premier, took full con- 
trol of ail civil affairs as he pro- 


claimed dissolution of the Chember 
of Deputies, decreed martial law 
and imposed a rigid censorship. 
New elections for the Chamber will 
be held when the situation is sta- 
bilized. : 

Dissolution of the law-making 
body wiped out the legislative pow- 
er of 14 Communists who have held 
the balance of power between the 
Venezilist and anti-Venezelist fac- 
tions. The Government charged 
them with stalemating all work in 
the Chamber. 

Cabinet action was precipitated 
by the Leftist trade union call of 
the general strike in protest against 
a recent law fixing minimum wages 
and providing for compulsory arbi- 
tration of labor difficulties in place 
of strikes. The Government said it 
feared bloodshed might result from 
a general walkout. 

Athens and the seaport of Piraeus 
were quiet this afternoon and no 
incidents were reported from other 
parts of Greece. 

Metaxas’ Proclamation. 

Metaxas’ proclamation putting 
martial law in force stated Parlia- 
ment was dissolved owing to its 
manifest inability to give the coun- 
try an efficient government, sec- 
ond because of the danger of Com- 
munist propaganda, and third be- 
cause of the opposition to the Gov- 
ernment of “partisans of State af- 
fairs who were liable to lead the 
country into social and national 
catastrophe.” He added, “Having 
as the head of the Government as- 
sumed full power which I need to 
pave Greece, I ceclare I am de- 
termined to carry out my mission 
by every means. Any resistance 
to the Government’s task pointed 
to a Hellenic renaissance will im- 
mediately be repressed.” 

“Subversive, Seditious.” 

The government. characterized 
the strike as “a subversive and se- 
ditious movement fostered by Com- 
munist propaganda.” 

Classes of public service em- 

ployes were organized under gov- 
ernment authority to maintain ror- 
mal labor operations during the 
strike called by Leftist ‘abor un- 
ions. ‘ 
Premier Metaxas told the King 
the present Chamber was elected 
last January to revise the constitu- 
tion and insure ~ stable govern- 
ment. The parliamentary body, 
however, has been weakened by 
Communistic propaganda, the 
Premier said, and has not carried 
out its designated duties. The gov- 
ernment explained its action in this 
statement published in the official 
journal: 

“The country was faced with an 
abnormal situation as it was on 
the eve of the outbreak of a sub- 
versive and seditious movement 
fostered by Communist propaganda 


which has as its aims disaffection 
of the army and spreading of the 
spirit of anarchy. 

“Communism taking an advance 
over anarchy, squabbles among 
political parties and, by no means 
the least, an unbridled press, the 
campaign was preparing for the 
overthrow of the social regime, 
breaking up Greek society, of 
which the first step was to have 
been the present strike. 

“In the face of such a situation 
the government took the steps con- 
sidered necessary and for which it 
sought royal approval.” 

Athens Quiet, No Papers. 

Athens awoke to a strike which 
was hardly noticeable. Busses and 
other transport services operated 
normally. There were no large 
gatherings in the streets. Small 
groups stood around the notices 
proclaiming martial law. News- 
papers did not publish. 

“The news of the martial law 
proclamation was greeted by public 
opinion with relief,” one agency re- 
ported. 

Opposition to the strike was de- 
clared in a statement issued by the 
Federation of Conservative Work- 
ers. 


Telephone communications  be- 
tween Greece and the rest of Eu- 
rope were cut off early today, it 
was reported in London. 

Attempts to reach Athens by tele- 
phone met this reply: “There has 
been a breakdown in the Athens 
line. The delay will be indefinite.” 

The new labor difficulties follow 
by only three months sanguinary 
disturbances arising from a strike 
of tobacco workers at Salonika. 
In May, not half a year since the 
plebiscite restoring King George II 
to the throne, troops and warships 
were called into action to quell 
spreading disorders. The Greek 
Federation of Labor called a gen- 
eral strike to protest the military 
and naval interference in the strike. 
The walkout was finally settled 
May 11 after Premier Metaxas in- 
tervened in discussions between 
workers and employers. The em- 
ployes returned to their jobs after 
receiving promises of salary  in- 
creases of between 20 and 30 per 
cent. 

Labor and Politics. 

Early in June labor disorders in 
Volo, Thessaly, resulted in clashes 
between police and strikers, in 
which two of the protesting work- 
ers were killed and four wounded. 
About two weeks later cement 
workers at Eleusis called a strike 
and tried to prevent unloading of 
company ships. Twenty persons 
were injured in resulting clashes. 

Liberals belonging to the political 
party headed by the late Eleuthe- 
rios Venizelos gained control of 
142 of the 300 seats in the Greek 
Parliament in the January election. 
The Venizelists actually won 127 
seats while Republicans and other 
small groups affiliated with them 
gained 15. 

Opposition factions headed by 
the late Gen. George Kondylis and 
former Premier Panayoti Tsaldaris 
won control of 132 seats—-63 for the 
former and 69 for the latter. The 
opposition total, divided among sev- 
eral parties, was brought to 143 by 
other scattered election victories. 
Fifteen seats were won by Commu- 
nists.

Landon, made early in 1933, 
wherein Gov, Landon said if there 
was any way he could aid in the 
fight against the depression, he 
enlisted for the duration of the 
war. 

“Gov. Landon, like most of the 
rest of us, is still enlisted, even 
though Mr. Roosevelt has turned 
his attention to other wars. Of 
course, when Gov. Landon offered 
his co-operation in 1933, he did not 
know that Mr. Roosevelt would 
have to conjure up phantom ene- 
mies of his own creation in order 
to divert the attention of our peo- 
ple from one pertinent fact—the 
fact that the first war is not yet 
won, even though Mr. Roosevelt has 
spent $25,000,000,000 of the people’s 
money in conducting it.” 

Hamilton spoke before the Colo- 
rado Republican State Assembly. 
Speech in Montana. 

Hamilton flew here today from 
Billings, Mont., on his 15-state air- 
plane speaking tour. In Billings. 
he told a meeting the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration “pledged in 1932 to 
protect the American farmer” has, 
instead, caused “an enormous in- 
crease in farm imports and a 
startling decrease in American farm 
exports.”

His discovery of a 
natural law which would produce univer- 
gal prosperity was too good to be true, 
Incredulity has been the chief obstacle 
to recognition of this law: And it has 
been strengthened by those forces which 
always stand in the\way of progress. 

Colleges opposed Gtorge because he was 
not a college man, therefore not ortho- 
dox. Then, too, the great endowments 
to colleges have come from those special 
privileges which should not be antag- 
onized either personally or so as to inter- 
fere with the resulting revenue. 

The greatest obstacle of all has been 
that of landlordism either in land monop- 
oly or land speculation, and this vested 
interest has been made sacred by the 
sanctifying influence of time. But this 
issue is sure to come into practical poli- 
tics before long. ;

We present some figures on the local relief situa- 
tion which have the quality of mystery. 
Last spring, it will be recalled, a crisis occurred 
when the State discontinued its contributions to local 
relief funds. One of the steps taken by the St. Louis 
Relief Administration at that time was to require all 
relief recipients to re-apply by filling out a new 
questionnaire under oath, 
Of 6734 persons or “cases” classed as unemployable, 
approximately 500, or 7 per cent, failed to return the 
new questionnaires and were, therefore, dropped from 
the rolls. : 
Of 6174 persons or “cases” classed as employable, 
approximately 2000, or more than 32 per cent, failed 
to re-apply and were dropped. 
What became of the 2500 persons or “cases” on 
relief prior to the crisis who did not even ask to 
be put back on the rolls? 
Were they absorbed by private industry? Did they 
get help from relatives? Were they chiselers? The 
Relief Administration does not know. Nobody knows. 
It strikes us that someone in authority should make 
it a point to study these facts and find out what 
happened. If a mere re-check of St. Louis rolls auto-

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PAINTERS OF TAOS. 

A second member of the famous Taos Society of 
Artists has died within a period of four months. Wal- 
ter Ufer, whose death occurred at Santa Fe Synday, 
following an operation, painted some of the strongest 
pictures that have come from the ancient adebe vil- 
lage in the sagebrush desert. Every year an increas- 
ing number of school children study his “Solemn 
Pledge,” which hangs in the Art Institute of Chi- 
cago. An enthusiastic lover of Taos and the vast- 
ness of the West, he lived in a remodeled chapel and 
painted the Indians, the sun spots and the canyons 
outside his open window. 
E. Irving Couse, who predeceased Ufer at Albu- 
querque, was known for his poetic handling of Indian 
moods in romantic pictures. A good example of his 
work is “The Pottery Maker,” which shows the hand- 
some figure of an Indian practicing his ancient tribal 
art. Firelight, an ear of corn, a pony, the evening 
meal, a camping place, an Apache water bottle, early 
moonlight—such were the subjects he preserved on 
canvas. 

Old Taos, with its memories.of Spanish conquerors, 
Franciscan friars, Mexican soldiers and American 
scouts and its community houses of some of our finest 
Indians, would not appeal to all American artists. But 
it fascinated Joseph Henry Sharp, Bert Phillips and 
Ernest L. Blumenschein at the century’s turn and, 
thanks to them and their associates, such as Couse 
and Ufer, the pictorial record of our social history is 
infinitely richer.

Doom of the Battleship 


Just as use of gunpowder in war eliminated armored knights, so invention of airplane 
means the end of dreadnaughts, British naval authority writes; not only are ocean 
mastodons now highly vulnerable, but their cost is huge compared to that of fight- 
ing planes; says Italian air threat overawed England in sanctions dispute. *

adopted for use in war, the armored 

knights were doomed. Mounted warriors, 
with their suits of plate armor for them- 
selves and their horses, were highly special- 
ized and expensive. Musketeers were cheap, 
numerous and easily trained. Medieval 
chivalry struggled to survive by increasing 
the thickness of its armor until the knights 
became so heavy and unwieldly that, if un- 
horsed, they were either stunned by the fall, 
or incapable of rising without assistance. 
The downfall of the knightly orders meant 
the end of the feudal system, immense social 
changes in Europe and the uprising of na- 
tionalism as we understand it today. 

We are witnessing in these times a sim- 
ilar revolution brought about by the inven- 
tion of the airplane. Sea power has had a 
great influence on the history of empires. 
The State which was able to use the seas 
built up its wealth, territory and power. 
Greece, Carthage, Rome, Venice, Genoa, 
Spain, Portugal, Holland, France and Britain 
are leading examples. The United States 
became a sea power soon after it estab- 
lished sovereign nationality. Prior to the 
solution of the problems of flight, the 
oceans were dominated by the nations pos- 


sessing strong naval forces.

As artillery increased in-power and range, 
warships were increased in size so as to 
carry the necessary armor protection against 
the missiles of the artillery. Only wealthy 
nations can maintain fleets of warships. 

The airplanes, because of their cheapness, 
mobility and, therefore, their numbers, pre- 
sent an extremely serious problem for the 
naval architects. The modern superdread- 
naught type of battleship now being built 
for the American, British and Japanese 
navies can be made very strong, but she 
is extremely costly. Not only must she be 
designed to carry powerful long-range artil- 
lery for fighting other battleships and heavy 
armor to protect her from the shell fire of 
her opponents, but she must also carry 
special protection against air attack and a 
special battery of anti-aircraft artillery. 

This necessitates a vessel of 30,000 to 
40,000 tons, costing between $27,500,000 and 
$30,000,000. Naval armaments depend on 
finance; thus it is obvious that only a lim- 
ited number of these mastodons can be 
constructed and maintained. Their cost of 
upkeep is heavy; they need large, expensive 
docks for repair purposes, and they must 
be protected by mine sweepers, numerous 
destroyers to keep off hostile submarines 
and torpedo boats, look-out cruisers, and by

aircraft in floating carriers. 

For the same monetary expenditure, a very 
large force of airplanes to fly from the land 
can be built and maintained. us the 
torpedo-carrying airplane, capable flying 
at 250 miles an hour, can be produced in 
large numbers for $25,000 apiece. It would 
have a crew of one or two men. A fast 
bombing machine can be built for $40,000, 
and a very long-range and powerful flying- 
boat for between $100,000 and $150,000. 

True, the airplane lasts only four or five 
years, and the life of a battleship is from 
20 to 25 years. Nevertheless, it is obvious 
that for an equal expenditure a swarm of 


airplanes can be constructed which could. 


obliterate a squadron of battleships and 
their attendant craft, if the latter ap- 
proached within flying range of the land- 
based aircraft. This means that in any 
future European warfare, the Baltic, North 
Sea, Mediterranean and a large area of the 
Western Atlantic will be unhealthy for war- 
ships. In harbor or dock within flying dis- 
tance of hostile aircraft, the large warships 
will be particularly vulnerable. 

British naval strategy was affected by the 
Italian air threat in the sanctions con- 
troversy. This has had an adverse effect 
on the whole of British high policy. The 
other Mediterranean powers were sounded 
on the help they are prepared to give 
Britain against Italy with her third-rate 
navy. From the pre-Air Age standpoint, 
Italy was in a vulnerable position, with a 
great army dependent on the Suez Canal 
for its communications. If the problem had 
been only naval, the Suez Canal could have 
been denied to Italy in a night. 

The Italian air force is not stronger than 
the whole British air force, but it is better 
placed and concentrated for Mediterranean 
operations. There was fear of what the 
Italian air force might do. It was even 
long-range Italian air 
bombers could fly from Turin to London 
and attack that great metropolis. It was 
well understood that reprisals could be un- 
dertaken against the exposed cities of Italy; 
but it was the air threat to Britain's battle- 
ships—her pride and her strength—which 
decided the British Cabinet to avoid pushing 
sanctions to extremes.

Now if that could_happen in the fall of 1935 
because of a comparatively weak Italian air 
force, the most important part of which was 
involved in Abyssinia, what will be the posi- 
tion in the fall of'1938 in the Mediterranean 
when, instead of a total strength of 1600 
machines, the Italian air force numbers 
some 4000, as is foreshadowed. And if the 
large, costly British Warships can no longer 
dominate the Mediterranean because of the 
air threat now, what is their survival value? 

The admiralties and navy offices of the 
principal powers are conservative. They 
cling to the symbols of past naval power. 
Thus we see the Americans, British, French. 
Japanese and Germans still building the old- 
type great warships. Even the Russians are 
considering rebuilding their sea-surface navy, 
including large capital ships. So, in the 
period of the twilight of European chivalry, 
did the feudal lords maintain their armored 
knights, long after the musketeers dom- 
inated the battlefields. ;

A DAY WITH POPE PIUS 
AT CASTEL GANDOLFO 


In His 80th Year§ He Keeps 
Busy Schedule but Works 
Less Than Formerly. 


By the Associated Press. 

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Itdly, Aug. 
5.—Pope Pius, on vacation here, 
gives evidence that he intends to 
take life more easily from now on. 
In his eightieth year, he is finding 
it pays to take as real a vacation 
as his position allows him. 

Last year he worked as hard here 
as in the Vatican. This year the 
shadow of death, by his own admis- 
sion, stalks before him, and he is 
more careful. 

The Pope rises at 6. The sun is 
long since up over the Alban hills 
and a cool breeze blows in from 
the Tyrrhenian and over Lake 
Albano. 

He celebrates mass in his private 
chapel, dedicated to the Madonna 
of Czestochowa in memory of his 
stay in Poland as nunzio, and deco- 
rated by the Polish artist Rosen. At 
breakfast, he eats alone. 

After breakfast his secretaries, 
Mers. Confalonieri and Venini, ar- 
rive with overnight letters and tele- 
grams. 

Receives Vatican Official. | 

At 9 o'clock he goes from his 
apartment to the private library of 
what is called the Noble Apartment, 
where he receives Cardinal Pacelli, 
Secretary of State, or some other 
prelate for an exhaustive report, 
usually lasting an hour, on foreign 
affairs. 

Then other Cardinals, Archbish- 
ops, Bishops and other dignitaries 
may pass into the library for pri- 
vate audiences. These are over at 
11 o'clock. 

Meantime pilgrims arrive in long, 
powerful motor busses from Rome, 
17 miles away. Attendants conduct 
them to the public audience cham- 
bers. 

If it is Monday, Wednesday or 
Saturday one sees only newlyweds, 
whom the Pope delights in receiv- 
ing. They flock to Rome by the 
thousands, enjoying an 80 per cent 
railroad reduction given them by 
Mussolini. The Vatican provides 
free bus transportation to Castel 
Gandolfo. To each bride the Pope 
gives a rosary. 

If it is Tuesday or Friday one 
sees only pilgrims and tourists. 

At noon, the Pope takes a little 
rest. Afterward he is helped into 
his automobile for a drive around 
the gravel roads of the Villa Bar- 
berini. The total length of the 
villa’s roads is 10% miles, and he 
drives, though slowly, for nearly 
two hours. 

Visits Dairy Farm. 

Often he visits his model dairy 
and poultry farm, where he stops 
and talks affably with the peasant 
employes. He asks them about 
their families, their children par- 
ticularly, and, before leaving, al- 
ways blesses them, 

At 2 o'clock he returns to his 
apartment. He eats alone while his 
secretaries alternate in reading to 
him reports, newspaper clippings 
and correspondence. 

The rest of the day he passes 

partly by himself, partly with his 
secretaries. He reads and writes 
much. Seated at his desk he works 
on new documents, reforms and in- 
structions. 
* In the evening he enjoys receiv- 
ing a friend or two, especially 
scholars. He dines at around 10 
o’clock, then reads awhile before 
going to bed. 

All of which sounds like a pretty 
busy day. It is, but it is much less 
so than last year. The new papal 
majordomo, Mer. Arborio di 
Sant’elia, sees to that.

GERMANS GIVE ARM BANDS 
TO SPANISH FASCISTS 


Swastikas Donated by Nazi Naval 
Officers Appear in 
Morocco. 

By the Associated Press. 

TANGIER, International Zone, 
Aug. 5. — Blue-shirted Spanish 
Fascists walked the streets of Te- 
tuan, Spanish Morocco, today wear- 
ing swastika armbands given to 
them by German naval officers. 

An aid of Gen. Francisco Franco, 
rebel comniandenr, denied the Ger- 

man battleship Deutschland arrived 
at Ceuta to prevent, bombardment 
of the insurgent stronghold by a 
Government warship. The visit of 
the Nazi vessel, he said, was a 
“courtesy call.” The Deutschland 
departed late yesterday for Cadiz 
while the destroyer Luchs left for 
Melilla. 

The commander of the German 
freighter Sevilla, which arrived in 
Tangier last night, said his ship 
was in the middle of shell fire at 
Larache. 

The freighter 


was unloading a 
cargo from Hamburg, Germany, 
when the Government destroyer 
Almirante Valdes started firing, the 
commander said.

His only oppo- 
nent, Earl W. Hamman of Westmin- 
ster, Colo., received 12 votes. 

Armstrong will be the candidate 
in the September primary. 

The assertion by Gov. Johnson, 
Democratic candidate for United 
States Senator, that Armstrong had 
asked him how he would “like to 
make $10,000,” and then mentioned 
the “Bostleman gang” that was 
seeking clemency, caused little com- 


‘iment among the delegates on the 
||floor of the Assembly. 


Armstrong said to newspaper 


||} men: 


“The accusation that I proposi- 
|tioned Gov. Johnson to give him a 
$10,000 bribe for granting clemency 
‘to members of the Bostleman gang 
is ridiculous. 

“This unwarranted attack upon 
me was precipitated by my criti- 
cism, in political talks, of Gov. 
Johnson's highway program and the 
premature sale of State warrants 
for this purpose.” 


Statement of Governor. 


The Governor’s statement said: 

“More than a year ago, perhaps 
two years ago, Armstrong asked me 
how I would like to make $10,000. 

“T said I would hHke to if I could 
do so honestly. He then said: ‘How 
about the Bostlemans?’ 

“T said: ‘I am not interested.’ 

“Nothing further was said and 
men- 
tioned again by either of us. 

“T thought at the time, and still 
think, that Armstrong was feeling 
me out for some interested person. 
I had repeatedly denied executive 
clemency and I thought my attitude 
was well known. 

“Had I considered Armstrong was 
trying to bribe me I would have 
taken immediate action.” 


Capture of Gang. 


The “Bostleman gang’—H. W. 
Bostleman, E. M. Ryan and Joseph 
Gray—were captured in a pistol 
fight with police at the Golden 
Eagle Dry Goods Co. here in 1931, 
after several employes were threat- 
ened with revolvers and a safe was 
robbed of $5000. 


Recently District Judge Frank 
McDonough Sr., said he had been 
“bombarded” with letters from St. 
Louis, Mo., Bostleman’s former 
home, asking that he recommend 
clemency. He declined to make the 
recommendation. 


The Republican Assembly in- 
dorsed minimum old-age pensions 
of $45 a month “until security by 
the Townsend plan can be made ef- 
fective by national legislation.”

Toys are not so simple to buy as that. 
Rather, the matter of choosing them 
should be a matter of serious thought 
Children take their toys very seriously. 
Psychologists are agreed that the beha- 
voir of adults is often a direct result of 
the toys with which they played as chil- 
dren. 

It is quite futile to go to a clerk and 

“I want a 50-cent toy for a girl 
of 4.” 

The clerk does not know 
background or her interests. Frequently 
the clerk has no training whatever in 
chiid psychology. Often she is just a 
high school girl who has been. placed in 
the toy department because of her amia- 
bility. 

There is so much more to toy selection 
than mere age, sex and price range. Who 
is this little girl? Does she live in an 
apartment in the city, in a suburban home 
of modest means or does she live on a 
farm? Has she companions of her age? 
Is she quiet and super-sensitive? Is she 
talkative, assertive: a miniature club 
woman of great determination? 

Let us choose a little girl as an exam- 
ple. She is anti-social and prefers to play 
alone, although there are neighbor chil- 
dren nearby of approximately the same 
age. Shall her aloneness be fostered by 
choosing toys with which she can play in 
solitude? Probably no. In isolated cases, 
yes. If the little girl be blind or deaf or 
otherwise afflicted, she will in later life 
need to rely greatly upon her own re- 
sources for amusement. 

If she be anti-social because of shyness 
or self-consciousness, it is far better to 
develop in her (by means of toys) an in- 
terest in group play. There are small tel- 
ephones to be bought and used between 
room and room in a home or sometimes 
from house to house. I saw a case of this 
not long ago. The little girl played alone 
because her stuttering and stammering 
made the neighborhood children laugh at 
her.

was such a success that she wanted to 
have a larger party the next week. One 
of the boys who attended this second af- 
fair watched the hostess eat and with 
boy-freedom-of-speech said contemptuous- 
‘ly: “Gee, you eat worse than the puppy 
I’m training. He spreads himself all over 
his dish, too, and gobbles.” 


Was this efficacious? Oh, was it. Her 


outraged little face seemed to repeat his * 


every word. She ate like a young puppy, 
did she? She spread herself over her dish 
and gobbled, did she? The subsequent 
lapses were few and far between. The 
little tea set had taught her a much-need- 
er lesson that her mother had been whol- 
ly unable to teach either by patience or 
irritation. 

In selecting toys, on the other hand, for 
a too-social child who cannot amuse him- 
self for a single hour without companion- 
ship, it is wise to choose those that de- 
velop an interest in artistic or mechanical 
tendencies. You might select a toy, for 
instance, to awaken interest in chemistry. 
Or this child might well profit from a 
hobby like stamp collecting or from a 
“make-it” hobby like carving a ship mod- 
el from wood or putting together airplane 
models. 

Any boy like to whittle, Give him one 
of those ships outlined on a block of 
wood and a sharp, thin-bladed knife and 
watch his face. Cut himself? Quite prob- 
ably. He has to learn to use a knife 
some time. Under your supervision the 


>. cuts can be cared for, whereas if he bor- 


rows a knife from another lad and uses 
it hastily you. may not learn of the gash 
until home remedies are useless. 

A wise parent will always keep to him- 
self the psychological reasons for choos- 
ing any toy. If a child thinks a toy is 
“good for him” he will enjoy it like spin- 
ach—not at all. For example: during 
the days of the depression I bought a 
$3.50 book which had won a national 
prize. I had bought it hurriedly because 
of its advertising rather than because the 
make-up was such that a young boy 
would like it. 

“It was a good deal to spend,” I men- 
tioned to my mother in the lad’s hearing, 


“but it has an authentic background and 
it will teach him geography of the South- 
west.” 

“It'll teach me something?” his re 
proachful enes seemed to ask me? Would 
he read it? He would not. Nor has he 
ever read it to this day, due mostly to my 
rashness in mentioning that it might do 
him some good; teach him something. But 
there were other defects in my choice, 
too. Upon examining the book I found 
(1) it was heavy to hold; (2) that it had 
fine, hard-to-read print with almost every 
page solid reading matter instead of hav- 
ing large print broken into easy-to-read 
paragraphs; (3) that the scanty illustra- 
tions were sepia instead of the bueautiful, 
brilliant colors which appeal to the grow- 
ing child’s eye. ?

school boy simpered: “I just can’t get 
Jimmie to go outside to play.

It is rare indeed that a growing boy 
feels any strong comradeship for his par- 
ents. He loves them, yes. But he looks 
up to them, rather than whacks them on 
the back as he does his boy friends. This 
is as it should be. If a growing lad ap- 
pears to be so pal-ly with his mother it 
may be his toys that are at fault, for fault 
it is. 

I happened, to look into this Jimmie’s 
room that same afternoon. All his toys 
were indoor ones. No roller skates, no 
hockey stick, no ball, no tennis racquet 
nor golf clubs, no wagon, no scooter. He 
had not even a bicycle, that chief delight 
of all growing boys. Certainly Jimmie 
stayed indoors. He had nothing to lure 
him outside. 

It is scant fun for a growing boy to 
walk up and down a sidewalk twiddling 
hi fingers. If he has even a few out- 
door toys, he can lend to and borrow 
from neighbor children. This gives him 
a choice to play with in his toys. It 
teaches him, too, to study people, to know 
which ones will give borrowed articles

The happiest assortment of toys nat- 
urally includes both indoor and outdoor 
toys. This makes the well-balanced adult. 
A boy should learn to enjoy books, but he 
should be interested, too, in sports, in 
making things, in hobbies for hig adult 
leisure time. 

It would not seem necessary to say that 
toys should be chosen for the child rath- 
er than for the adult buying the toys. 
Nevertheless the statement is absolutely 
essential to any discussion of the selection 
of toys. When parents buy toys the toys 
always seem to belong to the parent. 
When parents buy gifts for their friends 
and acquaintances they make the gifts 
outright and never say to the friend: 
“Now, Cornelia, I don’t want you to lend 
that bridge table to Amy.” 

But when a bicycle is bought for Sonny 
he is admonished incessantly. “Do not 
leave that standing in the sunshine where 
the paint will be spoiled.” “Don’t let that 
Karsten boy ride your bike.” “Put your 
bike up on its stand; don’t lean it against 
the garage.” Give the lad his bicycle. 
It is his. All his.

While her husband had lived 
she bought a costly tool set for her older 
son. Upon the father’s death the house- 
hold effects were stored.
